G.S.R. 750 (E).— In modification of Ministry’s 
Notification vide G.S.R. No. 685(E) dated 6th October 
1999 regarding opium licensing policy for the crop year 
2000, Para 3, Sub-para (d) and Para 9, Sub-para (iii) thereof 
may be read as follows : 

3. Conditions of Licence 

(d) The village where he/she resides may have a 
minimum of one hectare under licensed opium poppy 
cultivation during the crop year 2000. 

Provided that clause (d) shall not apply to the 
cultivator who agrees to transfer his poppy cultivation in 
a village which has more than one hectare of land for poppy 
cultivation during the crop year 2000. 

9. Miscellaneous 

(iii) Notwithstanding anything stated above, the 
Government reserves the right to withdraw 
permission for opium cultivation in such villages 
where the total area under cultivation, at any time, 
falls below one hectare or any other limit 
prescribed by the Government.
